in a common cause against a common foe, 

But, as was pointed out by the press of Great Britain, immediately 
after this lamentable affair, it would have been unthinkable to allow a single 
unit of the powerful French fleet to fall into the hands of Hitler and Mus- 
solini, if by any means on earth it could have been prevented. The history 
of the past six years has demonstrated that Hitler's word is not to be 
trusted under any circumstances. Indeed Hitler himself, in his book Mein 
Kampf has told the world that he considers it justifiable to break his pledge 
if it will result in a gain for Germany. 

So that, on his own testimony, confirmed by his subsequent actions, 
Hitler could not have been believed when he gave his undertaking to the 
world that the French fleet, while in the custody of Germany and Italy, 
would be placed in cold storage and not used against Great Britain, after 
the fall of France.

Stained Glass Works 


One of the world’s leading crafts- 
men in stained glass put out the fires 


| of his kiln, where the colors are burnt 


into the glass, and said farewell to 


| his staff when war broke out eight 


months ago. To-day the fires are 
re-lit, tht staff is re-assembled, and 
the London workshop is busy satis- 
fying orders from abroad. 

The first of the war orders leaves 
England soon for the United States. 
It is a great window for St. Paul’s 
School Chapel, Concord, New Hamp- 
shire. Another window will shortly 
be shipped to Canada, where it will 
adorn the chapel of Wycliffe College, 
another is going to the 
Scottish Church, Salisbury, Rhodesia, 
yet another to St. Mary's 
Church, Wellington, New Zealand. 

The hands which produce the mas- 
terpieces in colored glass are those 
of Reginald Bell. He learnt the art

Regulations Broadened

space in country elevators will be 
occupied by carried over grain and 
it is declared if the western wheat is 
as large as 360,000,000 bushels, it 
will not be possible to find accomod- 
ation during the normal threshing 
period for as much as half of th: 
grain which farmers will desire to de 
liver, 


This year when available space 
seems likely to be occupied by thos, 
farmers who are most fortunately 
situated, or who are best equippes 
ordinary sources of credit for other 
farmers ae likely to be dried up. 
That is serious for many other inte.- 
ests besides farmers. The early and 
rapid circulation of large sums of 
money in the fall is an important 
factor in the economy of Westera 
Canada and of thi? whole Dominion, A 
considerable part of the business of 
the country which rests upon the 
early marketing of the weste:n crop 
is threatened. 

‘The statement urges the need for 
continued price protection through 
the Canadian wheat board, and en 
abling the Board to handle all wheat 
without the existing limitation of 
5,000 bushels, I+ continues: The ques- 
tion of price at iwhich wheat should 
be sold needs {o be considered apart 
from thie initial price paid by the 
Wheat Board, which ‘represents a 
minimum price guarantee, If there 
is no functioning market, as now 
seems possible, it will be for the 
government of Canada to determine 
at what price wheat should be sup- 
plied in Canada for milling purposes. 
The fact that extremely low prices 
have recently prevailed in a mark- 
et disorganized by war is no rea- 
son for assuming that western farm- 
ers should, through continued ac- 
ceptance of such prices by: the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board, subsidize the 
bread consumers of Canada. It is 
suggested that a uniform price basis 
for wheat milled for domestic con- 
sumption should be established of 
not less than $1.00 per bushel for 
No, 1 Northern in store at Fort 
William, 

The price at which wheat is to be 
sold to Great Britain should he a 
matter of direct negotiation between 
the government of this country. and 
the British government, in order to 
arrive at a fair and reasonable price. 
No longer cam ordinary market ma- 
chinery be relied on to establish a 
satisfactory basis, It is equally the 
case that the responsibility for neces- 
sary negotiations can not be left 
to the Canadian Wheat Board, deal- 
ing with an agency buying for the 
British government. On a matter 
such as this, involving government 
responsibility the government
